TEimS TO BE IUDE POBLIG BY GHAI 


Governments of United States, Spain and 
Switzer- 
land Asked to Bring Proffer to Atten- 
tion of Allied Nations at War With 
Central Powers. 


Peace proposals have been made by Germany and her allies. 
Ac- 
cording to a semi-official announcement in Berlin the proposals are, 
in the belief of the Central powers, "appropriate for the establish- 
ment of a lasting peace.'' 


The dispatches, however, give no details as to what terms are 
proposed. 
These were to be made public in a speech by Dr. von Beth- 
mann-llollwpg, the German imperial chancellor, in the Reichstag to- 
day . 


Thf> proposals, which express the purpose of the Central powers 
" t o nntor forthv.iih on peace negotiations are contained in identical 
notes from Gonnany. Austria-Hungary, Turkey and Bulgaria to the 
reprpsonlativps; of tho neutral poAvers protecting the interests of the 
Teutonic allies in iiostilo countries." 


Those diplomatists, in tiio case of Germany, th« representatives 
of the {'nited States, Spain Switzerland are asked to bring the note 
to the attention of the nations at war with the Central powers.

the 
establishment of a lasting peace. 


The Austrian, 
Turkish 
and 
Bul- 
garian governments are making sim- 
ilar proposals. 
These proposals have 
been transmitted also to the Vatican. 


The following announcement was 
given out today by the semi-official 
Overseas News agency: 


"The chancellor this morning 
re- 
ceived one after another the represen- 
tatives of the United States of America 
and Spain and Switzerland, that Is, of 
the states protecting German Interests 
In hostile foreign countries. The chan- 
cellor transmitted to them a note and 
asked them to bring it to the knowl- 
edge of the hostile governments. 
The 
note will be read today in the relchs- 
tag by the chanceUor. 


"In the note the four allied (cen- 
tral) powers propose to enter forth- 
with on peace negotiations. The prop- 
ositions which they bring for such ne- 
gotiations are, according to their firm 
belief, appropriate for the establish- 
ment of a lasting peace. 


"The governments at Vienna, Con- 
Bfantinople and Sofia transmitted iden- 
tical notes 
and 
also 
communicated 
with the Holy See and all other neutral 
powers." 


THE i HANCEIiliOR'S SPEECH. 


Von Bethmann-Hollweg Outlines Pro- 
gram to Reichstag. 


Berlin. 
Dec. 
12.—Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg's speech is report- 
ed by the Overseas News 
Agency as 
follows: 


"Chancellor von Bethman-Hollweg 
today announced to the reichstag that 
Cîermany, together 
with 
her 
allies, 
•conscious of their responsibility be- 
fore God, before their own nations, be- 
fore 
humariity,' had 
proposed 
this 
morning to the hostile powers to en- 
ter on peace negotiations. 


Practically all the members of par- 
liament 
answered - the ' unexpected 
summons. 
The crowded house and 
thronged galleries listened In atten- 
tive silence when the chancellor rose 
for his speech. 
The chancellor first 
outlined the extraordinary 
political 
situation and then, insisting upon the 
achievements of the central, powers,, 
made an announcement which possi- 
bly may be the turning point in the 
war which for more than two years 
has had the world under its spell. The 
chancellor said: 


'The reichstag had 
not 
been ad- 
journed for a long period, but fortu- 
nately it was left to the discretion of 
the president as to the day of the next 
meeting. This decision was caused by 
the hope that soon happr events in 
the field would be recorded, a hope 
fulfilled 
quicker, 
almost, 
than ex- 
pected. 
I shall be brief, for actions 
speak for themselves,' ,

Women and 
Children Among 
Sumner's Passengers 
Brought to Shore. 
,, | 
ARMY TRANSPORT ^ 
IS HARD AaROUND 


Coast Guard Cutters Go to 
Rescue of Troopship 
in Trouble. 


New York, Dec. 12.—^The women 
and children among the 232 passen* 
gers on the United States army trans- 
port Sumner, aground on the 
New 
Jersey coast off Barnegate, have all 
been taken off, according to a messag« 
received 
here today 
from 
Captain 
Webber of the transport. 


Arrangements have been made by 
Col. John M. Carson, depot quarter- 
master of the army transport service 
here, to bring the passengers to this 
city during the day. The Sumner lies 
apparently not In a dangerous posi- 
tion. 


The Sumner, en route from Colon 
to this port, sent out cries for help 
when she went aground late last night 
and two coast guard cutters dashed 
at once under forced draught to her 
relief. 


A wireless dispatch received her* 
from the Sumner at 7 o'clock this 
morning stated that the vessel was 
beginning to pound with the rising 
tide. 
The sea, however, was smooth 
and a light northwest wind blowing. 
The situation was considered favor- 
able. 
The dispatch reads: 


"Rain 
at 
present. 
Sea 
smooth, 
northwest, thick fog. 
Ship beginning 
to pound as tide is making up. 
Boat 
from life saving station standing by 
to pass lines to coast guard cutters 
Seneca and Mohawk." 


A wireless 
message 
from Captain 
Webber to Col. John M. Carson, depot 
quartermaster 
here, 
for 
the 
army 
transport service, said the women and 
children passengers on the transport 
Sumner were 
being 
landed about 9 
o'clock at Barnegate by means of life 
boats. 
The message added that the 
Sumner was in wireless communica- 
tion with the coast guard cutters and 
Mohawk and that the latter was ex- 
pected to arrive shortly. 


Col. Carson early today sent a heavy 
wrecking tug from a New York ship 
yard to assist the cutters in their at- 
tempt to float the Sumner, which ac- 
cording to Captain Webber's message, 
was resting 
easily in the sand, the 
wind having died to a considerable de- 
gree with the sea becoming smoother« 
Captain Webber, master of the Sum- 
ner, was recently promoted to com-- 
mand of the vessel, having previously 
served on the same ship in the capac- 
ity of second and first officer.

Declares That Dire Need of 
Belgian Workmen is 
Relieved. " 


Berlin, Dec. 11.—(11:30 a. m. via 
London, Dec. 13.—Germany's, answer 
to the American note i^garding- the 
deportation "of Belgians Is confined 
almost exclusively to a presentation 
,o£ the situation in Belgium before the 
deportation 
ofder became 
effective. 
The 
note 
dieclares that 
there was 
urgent need of some Wrid of work for 
the Belgians 
because their 
idleness 
was causing demoralization and says 
the deported Belgians are assured of 
well-being in new situations in Ger- 
many. 
The reply volunteers to per- 
mit American diplomatic representa- 
tives to visit the workmen's 
camps 
and assure themselves that the Bel- 
gians are well off. 


It concludes with an expi-ession of 
regret 
that the United 
States has' 
never seen fit to protest against what 
it describes as the d r ^ g i n g off of Ger- 
mans from East Prussia, Alsace and 
other places to Siberia and elsewhere. 
These actions, of which it accuses the 
allies, are characterized in the r6ply 
as a severe violation of the laws of 
humanity. 
The note declares the Ger- 
man government is convinced the Uni- 
ted States has -been misinformed in 
regard to the measures which have 
been taken and says that the lack of 
work has increased 
until 
1,250,000 
are suffering and an unbearable sit- 
uation is created. 
Nothing remained 
therefore, the note continues, but to 
offer the workless situations in Ger- 
many since work for all was not at 
hand in Belgium. 


It is contended that the majority of 
those who have come to Germany are 
happy and contented, with high wages 
and increased personal liberties, and 
that only those who prefer to loaf 
have been compelled to work. The 
answer declares the measure is en- 
tirely in accord with international law 
and cites article 43 of The Hague 
convention which requires an invad- 
ing government to 
maintain 
order. 
This, it is maintained, is possibly only 
in Belgium, by providing that people 
who are able to work shall have op- 
portunity to do so and shall not fall a 
burden on charity. The note says the 
measure has been carried out without 
severity and with all possible con- 
sideration. 
Mistakes, it asserts, have 
rarely occurred, and have been due 
in part to 
the fact 
that Belgians 
themselves erred in making up lists 
of those to be transported to Germany 
by including persons unaffected by 
Governor General Bisslng's order of 
May 15, 191G. The note goes on to 
say that Belgians 
now working in 
Germany are engaged without excep- 
tion in occupations pei-missible under 
International law, such as legitimate 
agricultui-al and industrial 
pursuits, 
and that the German government re- 
grets extremely that the situation has 
been completely misrepresented in the 
United States by the "lying press of 
Germany's enemies." 
The German 
government, it is declared, in tlie in- 
terest 
of the 
Belgian 
population 
would also regret if the activities of 
the Belgian relief commission 
were 
affected.

SUBJECT OF DO 


Dr. Carol Aronovici Speaks 
Before Realty Exchange 
on City Planning. 


City planning attends the needs of 
the people in their time of labor by 
taking care of the smoke evil and by 
seeing that factories are not in the resi- 
dential districts where noises were dis- 
turbing to the peace and rest of the 
worker. Dr. Carol Aronovici, 
noted 
sociologist of Philadelphia, told mem- 
bers of the Fort Wayne Real Estate ex- 
change at a public dinner given Mon- 
day night at the Commercial club. 


L. H. Moore, president of the ex- 
change, presided and Lee J. Ninde act- 
ed as toastmaster. 
The speaker was 
born in Rumania, educated in Buchar- 
est, and exiled from his native land, 
coming to this country to take a posi- 
tion in one of the leading universities. 
In introducing the sp'eaker the toast- 
master spoke of the nation-wide pub- 
licity which had been given city-plan- 
ning from this state and especially 
Fort Wayne. 
Living in harmony with 
their fellow human beings and their 
surroundings were closely interwoven 
as questions of sociology, he said. 


The speaker said ;here were people 
of wjgfilth living in the fashionable dis- 
tricts of the larger cities who were 
stifled by luxuries and cramped by so- 
called conveniences. He salt! he wished 
to disabuse the public mind of the 
theories that the housing and tenement 
problems were equivalent, 
that the 
foreigner creates the housing 
prob- 
lem .and that the poor arp those who 
create the housing problem. 


In the plapning of streets so as ro 
give the ma.vimum amount of fresh air 
to each individual—as In the planting 
of trees along streets—the speaker as- 
serted European statistics show that 
the death rate of babies is less in those 
districts where there ai-e trees than 
where there are none. 
Factors em- 
bodying the aims of city planning are 
being carried out as vital to the lives 
of the people, he said.

ly on receipt, of the official dispatch 
in Washington. 
They will be forward- 
ed to all the entente countries where 
the United States represent the cen- 
tral power diplomatically. 


Whether the United States would give 
any suggestion or comment it was sta- 
ted, depends entirely upon the nature of 
the proposal and whether it is consider- 
ed likely of consideration. If the offer 
is deemed one which on all sides might 
negotiate the United 
States 
probably 
would urge that it be takeii up. 


Not to Be Made Public. 


In transmitting 
the proposals, it 
was stated officially the United States 
probably would 
follow the practice 
which has been invariable so far in 
acting as the medium of communica- 
tion between the hostile governments 
and would 
not make 
them public. 
Terms would, of course, be known to 
President Wilson and Secx-etai-y Lan- 
sing, who would examine them to de- 
termine whether they should be ac- 
companied by any word 
from the 
United States. 


The news was practically the only 
topic of discussion among the mem- 
bers of congress as they assembled for 
the day's session. 
A regular cabinet 
meeting was schçduled this afternoon 
at the white house and there was no 
doubt it would be discussed there. 


The foreign embassies and legations 
received their first information, of the 
event through Associated Press dis- 
patches. On every hand the discussion 
turned to what had moved Germany 
and her allies to make their proposals 
at this 
tipie. 
Although 
for 
many 
weeks there have been persistent and 
officially denied 
reports 
that some 
peace proposal was about to be made 
by President Wilson, tbere Avas no op- 
en indication that the central powers 
themselves were about to make one. 
Generally the announcement was a 
distinct surprise through official and 
diplomatic circles. 


One Prevailing Opinion. 


One-prevailing opinion was that the 
Gex-manic allies had brought out their 
peace offer at this time with the ex- 
pectation 
of making 
terms 
which 
might be acceptable to the allies of 
England and in effect might possibly 
cause the British government to yield 
to the pressure of the nations 
fighting 
with hei". In this connection the re- 
cent crisis in Russia, in which the 
duma interfered to prevent the nego- 
tiations of a separate peace with Ger- 
many, was recalled as an indication 
of what the German 
foreign office 
might be looking forwai'd to in peace 
negotiations. 
It has been generally 
acknowledged In entente ally circles 
that efforts would be made by Ger- 
many 
to conclude 
peace sepai-ately 
with her enemies, but so far all the 
entente nations have reiterated their 
intention to adhere to their agreement 
made early in the war not to make a 
separate peace. The death of Francis 
Joseph and the succession 
of King 
Charles to the thrpne, of which dual 
monarchy also was discussed as one 
of the 
considerations 
which might 
have been a factor in bringing out 
peace proposals at this time. 


The United States represents Aus- 
tria and Germany in Belgium, France, 
Great Britain, Japan, Russia, Serbia 
and Rumania; 
represents Turkey in 
France. 
Great Britain and Japan has 
taken over 
Bulgarian 
interests no- 
where and does not represent any of 
the belligerent nations in Italy, Portu- 
gal or Montenegro.

FIGHT ON FOR PRESENT. 


Kaiser Tells Soldiers Acceptance of 
Offer Is Uncertain. 


Peking, Nov. 10.—(Correspondence 
of T-he Associated Press)—Fen Kuo- 
chang's election to the vice 
presi- 
dency is regarded as a vital step in 
the effort to harmonize Chinese pol- 
itics. 
Three 
ballots in parliament 
he was leader in all and on the third 
ballot 
he received 520 votes, while 
^his nearest competitor, Lu Yung-ting, 
received only 201 votes. 


The election was in striking con- 
trast to the election of Yuan Shi-kal 
to the presidency In 1913. At that 
time heavy military 
guards 
were 
placed all aboul: the house of parlia- 
ment, and there was great apprehen- 
sion lest there be a riot. The guards 
were lacking 
at 
Feng-Kuo-chang's 
election, and parliament showed no 
disorder whatever. 


Feng Kuo-chang Is not a decided 
partisan, 
tte 
has never identified 
himself formally with any faction, 
but has constantly remained as a sort 
of a middleman between the north 
and the south, guarding the Tang- 
tse valley with his large garrison at 
Nanking. 
He is priinarlly a military 
man, but has shown considerable po- 
litical acumen, and, unlike many of 
the military leaders in China, is a 
man highly educated In the Cheese 
classics and a polished gentleman of 
wide travel and "experience,- ,

Until that uncertainty is end- 
ed tlie message says, they are to fight 
ort.

Hollweg announced that Germany to- 
gether with her allies "conscious of 
theii- responsibility, before God, before 
their own nation, and before human- 
ity" have proposed to the hostile pow- 
ers to enter into peace negotiations. 


ONflY IN SELF DEFENSE. 


Austria Justifies Her Action In Draw« 
Ing the Sword. 


Lond6n. Dec. 12.—(5:14 p. m.)—An 
official Austrian statement 
referring 
to the peace offer says: 
"When In the 
summer of 1914 the patience of Aus- 
tria-Hungary was exhausted by a

Attorney Frank Ho- 
gan is conducting the prosecution-for 
the city, in the absence of City Attor- 
ney Colerick. 


Presents emurer. 


Attorney Belot presented the lengthy 
demurer for the bakers. 
He set out 
nine reasons why the case should not 
be brought to trial. 
The statement 
follows in part: 


The legislature 
of Indiana 
never 
granted authority to the city of Fort 
Wayne to pass an ordinance regulat- 
ing weight of bread. 
The state law 
gives specifically the kinds of food on 
which action can be taken. 
Bread is 
notonthe list. 
Therefore 
our city 
bread code 
passed 
in 
January 12, 
1897, was enacted without authority. 


The code is unreasonable in that it 
acts in restraint of trade. 
The bak- 
er cannot be bound by laws which 
leave other trades open to contract 
and fair competition. 


The bread law is unconstitutional 
because it restrains rights of inter- 
state trade. It binds the local bakers 
to manufacture under unfair condi- 
tions. 


The lawitself says that bread shall 
weigh sixteen ounces for a small loaf 
and twenty-four ounces for a large 
loaf, 
"when 
newly 
baked." 
The 
loaves weighed by City Sealer Tolan 
were not newly baked. They had been 
subject to atmospherical shrinkage. 


Nobody can determine 
the exact 
weight of a loaf of bread. 
Many con- 
ditions enter into the baking and cool- 
ing which make weight vary. 


Hogaii Makes Reply. 


Attorney Hogan spoke at length in 
support of the city law and defense of 
action brought by the city. 
He ar- 
gued that the la wwas constitutional 
because no part of the state code said 
such a law should not be passed. 


Fact that exact weight of bread 
canon tbe determined is no excuse for 
bread not weighing at least sixteen 
ounces, he said. 
He argued 
that 
cheese and butter also vary a few 
ounces from the legal weight set for 
them. 


"Because they cannot be determined 
to the frtiction of an oiince we do not 
throw up our hands and say, 'Well, wc 
will sell butter by the roll and cheese 
by the hunk, do we :'," Hogan said. 


Special Judge Douglas admitted that 
lines were closely drawn and he will take 
until Wednesday to weigh 
authorities 
and precedents on the matter. 


Bread Expert Present. 


Theodore (.'. Bartholomae, of LeAIars, 
Iowa, an authority on bread making, was 
in court. 
Hc^ claims 
to know about 
bread, because he has always studied tlie 
subject and besides he was formerly 
editor of the Pacific Coast Baker maga- 
zine. He is associated with the Chicago 
Bakers magazine and is a recognized 
demonstrator and lecturer on bread pro- 
ceases. He was called to talk before the 
United States army conipanie.", at San 
Franci.sco, last year. 


Bartholomae was prepared to tell the 
•ourt what he knew abotit bread mak- 
ing and prices of bread stuffs. He will 
be called to the stand on Wednesday if 
the case comes to trial. 
He Avill em- 
phasize the variance in weight of bread, 
due to differences in the outcome of bak- 
ing. His experience is expected to have 
much weight with the court. 


Allowed Smoking. 


"Maybe you men would 
like to 
smoke," Special Judge Dousrlas said, when 
he had taken his chair. "I like a gdOd 


smoke myself. If you want to puff, jro 
to it." 


Judge JKerr does not tolerate smoking 
in the city court. 
Several of the spec- 
tators and those directly interested in 
the case took advantage of the new or- 
der. 
Nearly all the bakers lit cigars. 
So did the attorneys. Soon a lazy cloud 
of misty blue hung over the court room.

cial methods in large typical banks, 
factories and shipping firms, "and to 
become acquainted with the American 
mind and its principal viewpoints. They 
will stay a. month in the United States, 
visiting in banks, factories and ship- 
ping offices in New York, universities 
and spinning mills in Boston, lumber 
mills and tanneries in Montreal, can- 
ning factories in Chicago, the seat of 
government at Washington, iron and 
steel works of Pittsburg, the petroleum 
industry in Philadelphia, grain stores 
at Baltimore, and "culture in general" 
at St. Louis.

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Deportation of the Belgians 


A considerable section of the neutral world, our own United 
States included, has recently been indulging in something of a furious 
frenzy over the forcible transfer of a large portion of the Belgian 
working population to German territory. We, with other neutrals, 
have gone totlengths that overstep ordinary diplomatic procedure in 
lodging a protest against this deportation. The spectacle of thousands 
of laborers being forcibly separated from their families and trans- 
ferred to a foe country without a choice in the matter is on the face 
of it most repugnant. And yet statements now being given with offi- 
cial authority at Berlin present another aspect of the case that should 
be considered before final judgment is passed. 


Quite apart from the question of Germany's justification in over- 
running Belgium as a military necessity at the beginning of the war, 
or of unwarranted action in that direction as you may choose to view 
it, is the fact that she did it. Devastation of that unhappy land in a 
few brief weeks under the horror of war's conflict created conditions 
that must be faced both by those responsible for them as well as by the 
innocent victims who were forced to stand helplessly by and see the 
transformation that spelicd utter ruin to the economic as well as the 
national structure builded through years of toil. 


Then what happened? The cry for relief 
came. The neutral 
world, with America at its head, generously poui'ed into that stricken 
land a flood of gold and foodtsuft's and clothing and medicines. The 
Belgian relief movement has no parallel in all the world's history, 
either for its magnitude or the spontaniety with which it was given. 
And it is still continuing, yet there has never been a moment when it 
has not been realized that, goierous as it was, it was never equal to 
the demands. Belgian commerce, Belgian industry, Belgian agricul- 
ture and Belgian artizanship were completely paralyzed. Overpower- 
ed, disheartened and crushed, the Belgian people who had been un- 
able to flee very iiaturally lack heart, opportunity and means for im- 
mediate rehabilitation. 
Enforced idleness long continued can have 
as its fruit only desperation or the utter hoplessness that is unable to. 
Bee any opportunity for betterment. Every month added to the war's 
length magnifies those distressing conditions. 


Then the deportations began. Germany, her industrial force 
crippled by the demand for figJiting men, began the transfer of Bel- 
gian workmen across the boundary and placed them in her factories 
and on her farms. Here, it is declared, they are given work where 
none was to be had in their native land. Here, we are''also told, they 
are on an exact status with the German workman and are receiving 
higher wages than they had ever received at home. Here, we are as- 
suréd, arrangements are made for the sending of a portion of their 
wages back to Belgium for the support of their families. Moreover, 
we have Berlin's assurance that none of them are engaged in the mak- 
ing of war munitions, and the newest utterance of Germany expresses 
a willingness to permit American diplomatic representatives to visit 
the camps of the Belgian workmen in Germany to personally confirm 
the truth of the German statements in the matter. The situation of 
Belgium and the Belgian people is not one that in any sense invites ad- 
miration or endorsement. 
Quick and profound sympathy with mis- 
fortune, too, is about the finest of human attributes. But given the 
conditions as they exist in Belgium and the stress under which war- 
driven lands are existing today, it may be that the deportation of Bel- 
gian workmen, repugnant as is the idea, affords the least objection- 
able means of permitting a stricken people to help themselves. At 
least the German statement raises the strong probability that there 
are two distinct sides to the very difficult problem. 


It will be observed that the movement of Mr. Perkins, Mr. 
Pinehot, Mr. Eowell and other eminent progressives to "progressi- 
vize" the republican party, proclaimed with much enthusiasm at re- 
cent conferences and recent dinners, appears to be vigorously ap- 
plauded by everybody but the republican party itself.

Brussels, Belgium, Nov. 25.—(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press) 
— T h e Germans have been 
adminis- 
tering things in Belgium so long now 
t h a t most of t h e m have acquired a 
workable 
knowledge of the various 
languages that prevail 
there. 
Ac- 
cordingly t h e chief 
authorities 
in 
Brussels have issued new a n d dras- 
tic language regulations f o r all their 
subordinates. 


In towns or districts in which the 
Flemish language 
preponderates, 
it 
is in f u t u r e to be used solely both in 
spoken communications and in offi- 
cial acts, letters 
and 
notifications. 
The only exceptions to this rule per- 
mit French to be used when a reply 
has been specifically 
requested 
in 
that language, or when the origrinal 
letter of inquiry was in French. 


In Greater Brussels the authorities 
may m a k e use of either French or 
Flemish, yet f r o m t h e first of J a n - 
uary, 1917, all communications f r o m 
authorities of the various sections of 


Brussels to t h e outlying Flemish dis- 
tricts must be in Flemish. 
All noti- 
fications 
and public notices a r e to be 
issued in Flemish, with French trans- 
lations accompanying them when de- 
sirable. 


German is to be allowed only in 
sections of Belgium where it prevails 
as t h e "language of the coujitrj-."

With the presidential election now 
a matter of history, another election 
i.s forthcoming that will be of import- 
ance to the people of this community.

New Section of Argentine 
Republic Now Being 
Invaded. 


Buenos Aires, 
Nov. 15.—(Corre- 
spondence of The Associated Press) 
—^The plague of locusts that has as- 
sailed the crops of the northern pro- 
vinces of the republic is slowly work- 
ing its way southward. 
These in- 
sects, together with an unprecedented 
drought, threaten to reduce the crops 
hy half, and in some sections by an 
even greater percentage. 


The locust comes from some part 
of the unexplored region of southern 
Brazil and poui's over the country In 
great streams so thick and long as to 
often darken the sun. 
From Pena to- 
day there comes a dispatch 
saying 
that a stream extending over 30 kil- 
ometers has settled upon the fields 
and left no green thing in that part. 
The young, hatched from the millions 
of eggs deposited, have 
in 
places 
covered the x-ailway so thickly as to 
impede traffic and trains have been 
stalled until the insects have 
been 
shovelled from the tracks and burned 
in ditches. 
• The government is waging a vig- 
orous fight but seems to be making 
littlG headway. 
The department for 
agiicultural defense 
has 20,000,000 
meters of metallic barriers for the 
purpose of penning swarms v/hich are 
then burned, ti-ampled by farm ani- 
mals or buried. 
This is accomplished 
because the young locust is without 
wings. 
It much resembles a young 
grasshopper except 
its 
coloring is 
much brighter, red and yellow, black 
and green, 
predominating. 


From the eggs of the flying lo- 
custs, which are always deposited on 
the hard roads, 
millions 
of these 
bright hued, hopping insects come to 
assault the fields on either side. Be- 
5ides the wire bai-riers the govern- 
ment is also using an appai-atus which 
resemble a gasoline blovi pipe. The 
farmers are being instructed to dig 
trenches about their fields, drive the 
hopping locu.sts into them and with 
the aid of the gasoline blowpipe burn 
the mass. 
Millions have already been 
thus 
destroyed but telegraphic re- 
])nrt.s from all over the northern half 
of the republic report other millions 
ari'iving. 
/ 


So serious has become the situation 
that ihc? government has threatened 
to line all farmers Avho fail to main- 
tain cDri^s of men for the purpose of 
licrhtlng the pest, and the railwaj's 
have lioen asked to transport free of 
chaipe all locust 
fighting 
apparatus. 


l )e\ a stated fields thi-eaten to occa- 
sion tlie starvation of many head of 
cattk- and the i-ailways, at the re- 
quest of the government, have made 
a 25 pel- cent, reduction in the rates 
for the transportation of live stock 
to remain effective until February 28, 
of next yeai-. 
By this means .stock 
can Jte hauled from the devastated 
•ogion.s to pi'ovinres of the south. The 
•ives of tliousands of thousands of 
animals will thu.s be saved. 


The i)ropresi; of the swarms of fly- 
ing lofusts is daily being telegraphed 
nhearl, direc tion and speed of flight 
being given so that the farms about 
to be attacked can prepare. 
These 
telegraphic notices are published in 
the jireas and have grown to occupy 
columns. 


The linseed crop has already gone. 
At times a million tons of this has 
been exported annually to the United 
Ktates. 
The 
promised shortaRe of 
the whe.Tt crop has cau.'^ed a consid- 
erable advance in the pi'ice of Oread 
and the Agi-arian league has petition- 
ed the government for the imposition 
Df an embargo on the shipment of 
wheat in order "to obviate further 
o.xploitatiun of the public." 
This is 
the fii'st time any .«;uch a reaue.'^t has 
been made in Argentine, one of tlie 
wheat and meat storehouses of the 
.vorld.

Washington, Dec. is.—Lake Michi- 
gan and the other great lakes are leak- 
ing. 
Chicago has illegally 
tapped 
them and the. water is going put bo 
fast that^tlie, harbor, entrai^ces a^d 


ping and threatens to burden the fed- 
eral government with an additional 
expenditure of many millions to deep- 
en the harbors and channels. 
An in- 
junction to prevent the water theft Is 
pending in the United States district 
court for the northern district of Illi- 
nois—has been pending since 1908— 
but eight years is nothing to a court. 


The secretary of war thinks it is 
about time something was done and 
has communicated 
this 
opinion to 
congress. 


The trouble began with Chicago's 
notion that the best way to dispose 
of its sewage would be to reverse- the 
current of the Chicago'river, which 
had become 
the city'a 
sewer and 
which was dumping the sewage into, 
the lake, whence the city drew its 
water supply, and to have the, river, 
l|o«r iriim' liftke Micbtgan into ^«f 


For this purpose the city organized 
what was called the • "drainage dis- 
trict" and dug a thirty foot channel 
connecting upper branch of the Chi- 
cago river with the Illinois river. By 
cutting the divide between the water- 
shed of the great lakes and that oi* 
the Mississippi the course of the Chi- 
cago river was in fact reversed and it 
has been flowing "up hill" for a num- 
ber of years, with water taken from 
Lake Michigan. The result, so far as 
kewage is concerned, Is ^beneflclal to 
Chicago. 
The sewage Is diluted and 
distributed over a wide precipitation 
area and Is undoubtedly 
diMlpated 
and destroyed by the action of the 
sun and air without contaminating the 
Mississippi, but the water? of Lake 
Michigan and the other lakes are be- 
ing lowered.

The war department felt 
that tne request was rather a grave 
one and declined to either deny or as- 
sent, and compromised by gi-anting a 
temporary license.

The canal and drainage system had 
cost Chicago more millions than have 
ever been summed up and it seemed 
necessary to let the woi-k go on. The 
temporary permission authorized the 
diversion of 4,167 cubic feet per sec- 
ond of Lake Michigan water. "Never- 
theless," says Secretary of War Bak- 
er, "the sanitary district has for many 
yeara been withdrawing a much larg- 
er amount of ifrater than was author- 
ized by this permit. 
Upon two differ- 
ent occasions the sanitary district has 
refused to conform to decisions of the 
86ereta^ry. declining to grraiit authority 
for-larger diversion^ and has declared^ 
ii$ intention,continue ekceiss diver- 


in application for injunction in 1908, 
which case, as before stated, is still 
being pondered on by the court. 


"From the beginning," says the sec- 
retary of wa»-, 'the operations of the 
sanitary district have been looked up- 
on with disfavor by navigation inter- 
ests and the secretary of war has not 
only declined to increase the diversion 
temporarily authorized, 
but has ad- 
hered to the decision that the permit 
granted was of temporary character 
and that no permanent diversion of 
the water of Lake Michigan could ^e 
made without expi-ess authority from 
congress.'*

less way you are now, and every neu- 
tral nation, to say nothing of those at 
war, will face famine this winter. 


"Nothing I ever have seen has so 
shocked and paine^ me as the lavish 
waste in New York. 
Elsewhere in 
America I have seen 
at least some 
signs of economy, but in New York, 
money and food are being wasted in 
nothing but a wanton desire to at- 
tract attention to the ability of the 
newly-made rich to consume or de- 
stroy lavishly v/hat all the rest of the 
world wants. 


"No man loves the flesh poi? of 
Egypt more than I. 
I am no Jere- 
miah, and* much less a demagogue, 
but I predict that before many days 
have passed, America will lament the 
coming of the flood of gold, which is, 
not only debauching your wealthier 
classes, but Is also undermining every 
Instinct of thrift and economy among 
the middle and lower classes.

Prleta he turned traitor to me and the 
cause I represented and helped Car- 
ranza—^the bad man of Mexico.

cans out of Mexico?"

GERMANS HOPE 


FOR DISCUSSION 


Allied Interests Talk of 
Their Interpretation of 
Peace Terms. 


"Washington, 
Dec. 
12.—Dispatches 
1o the German embassy here, telling 
of the imperial chancellor's action in 
tailing in the neutral diplomats and 
transmitting the peace proposals of 
the central powers arrived soon after 
the news dispatch. 
The terms for the 
restoration of Belgium and portions 
of France gave no indication, so far 
as is known, of stipulations such as 
genei-ally have been expected by the 
allies, although they did not abso- 
lutely dispose of their possibility. 
It 
Avas indicated that while the German 
allies might not entirely expect that 
the proposals would actually cause a 
peace conference, they were not with- 
out hope that they would, and they 
were hopeful at least that they would 
be the means of getting the belliger- 
ont.s together in some manner to dis- 


c u s s the situation, and this, it was ex- 
plained, would lead 
to a 
basis for 
peace. 


rU'ason for the Action. 


In German quarters the crisis in 
the 
British 
cabinet, the 
coming of 
winter and the lull in the fighting 
are given as reasons for making the 
peace proposals at this time. 
It is 
declared that successes of the Teu- 
tonic arms in Rumania should con- 
vince the allied powers that the offer 
is not made because of any military 
weakne.ss. 
By making the offer now 
it i.s said the German powers feel that 
all sides may be saved the prepara- 
tions for theh spring campaign. 


.Should the offer be declined, it is 
said here, it will be made again next 
fal) and if necessary 
the 
following 
spring after that. 
Another of the ob- 
jects. it is explained by German dip- 
lomats, is to "force a "showdown" and 
establish whether 
the 
entente al)ie.s 
are willing to make peace or whether 
it is their intention to crush Germany 
and dismember her. 


Gcvmauy Convincctl. 
i^ermany. they say. is convinced of 
tlie ability and strength of her ene- 
niif»s to continue the war on its pres- 
ent or even greater 
scale 
for ten 
yeai s. if necessary, and is no less con- 
lident of her own ability to do so. 


It is regarded here as unlikely that 
any peace conference would be held 
in the United 
States. 
It is more 
likely to go to Berne or The Hague. 
Thei-e have been indications that un- 
less it was found absolutely necessary 
to keep Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man ambassador, in this country, he 
might go to the conference as one of 
his country'.s representatives. 
Among 
the entente diplomats here, Germany's 
ttffer was pronounced to be of double 
purpose and unlikely of acceptance. 
The first purpose, the ally representa- 
tives declare, is to affect the world 
opinion of neutrals and place upon the 
entente powers the responsibility for 
i-ontinuing the war in the face of of- 
fers of peace. 
The second they de- 
clare is for national effect in Ger- 
many and to give evidence to the peo- 
ple that Ihp government was ready to 
c'ld the war, but was forced to con- 
tinue bj" her enemies. 


Timed to Follow Victory. 
The peace offer, the ally diplomats 
also say, has been timed to follow the 
mih'tary victory ,which culininated in 
the fall of Bucharest, which in itself 
is relied upon to convince people that 
they should lack no confidence in the 
ability of the government to continue 
the war if peace offers are declined. 
While without official information of 
the terms proposed by the central pow- 
ers, the ally diplomats here believe 
they are somewhat after the .general 
nature of the following: 
Germany to 
restore the occupied portions of Bel- 
gium and France, but not Alsace and 
Lorraine. 
The re.-storation of Belgium, 
however, is expected to be accompanied 
by terms which would give Germany 
control of Antwerj) and what the al- 
lies declare would be practical mili- 
tary control of the country.

would seek to retain economic contiol 
of the rich iron courtry and stipulate 
thF.t no restrictions be placed on free 
exportation of the raw materials she 
nee Is .-:c mujh.

Ä'fsopotamia. thc.sc diplomats ex- 
pect, would be claimed for Germany 
and Austria, to give them an unbroken 
line to the Persian gulf. 
Such an ar- 
rangement they say. would 
threaten 
G?-eat Britain'.«? control of Egypt and 
Ihe Indian em.)ire. 


In Serbia all of the country as far 
south as Nish, would, according to this 
plan, be awarded 
to Bulgaria. 
It 
would take from Serbia as much terri- 
tory as she gained in the Balkan wars. 
Turkish Interests Secondary. 
As regards • Turkey the allied dip- 
lomats here have no idea what the 
terms might propose, but they are of 
the opinion that Turkey's 
interests 
will be secondary considerations. 


In the re-distribution of colonies it 
is expected that Germany will ask-to 
have' her conquered outposts returned 
to her. or might propose to exchange 
them for some of the French colonies. 
The attitude of allies to peaöe wejre._ 
not officially indicated to the United' 
StaCes. / and tli^: p r ^ 'dispatches,' as

The attitude of the allies has been 
understood to be so flatly hostile to 
peace that i-ecently oiiicial denial was 
made that the United States had made 
any peace offer or contemplated any. 


The recent changes in ministry in 
France and England ai-e interpreted 
here to mean, not that they be given 
the power to make peace to any one 
man, but that they constitute the man- 
date or full force of public opinion 
in both countries to carry the war to 
a conclusion. 


The desires of the Balkan nations 
allied with Germany are understood 
to be set forth in the notes. 
Nothing 
definite is known here regarding the 
Turkish plans, but it is regarded as 
certain that Bulgaria will set forth 
that the territory she has lost be re- 
turned to her.

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CENSUS BUREAU HAD 


YEAR O m V E I R K 


Publication of Manufactur- 
ing Census Most Import- 
ant Undertaking; 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Ac- 
cording to the annual report Director 
Sam L. Rogers of the bureau of the 
census to Secretary William C. Red- 
field of the department of commerce, 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1916, which has just been made pub- 
lic, the census 
bureau 
during 
that 
year 
compiled and published 
the 
greater part of the primary or funda- 
mental statistics from its latest can- 
vass of the manufacturing industries 
of the country and carried on numer- 
ous other inquiries which it is directed 
by law to make at regular intervals. 
The 
preliminary 
figures 
from the 
manufactures 
census—which 
show, 
among other things, that during the 
calendar year 1914 the manufacturing 
industries of this country turned out 
products valued at over twenty-four 
billion dollars and gave employment 
to 
more 
than 
eight 
million per- 
sons, to whom 
were 
paid 
approxi- 
mately 
$5,367,000 
in salaries and 
wages—were 
published 
at 
earlier 
dates, relatively to the period covered, 
than the corresponding ones for pre- 
ceding censuses. 
The bureau has be- 
gun the issuance of the final reports 
in the form of a series of bulletins 
which will later be bound together in 
large volumes. 


New Lines of Work. 


Three important investigations ai-e 
planned for the coming year: one re- 
lating to transportation by water, an- 
other to religious bodies, ^ n d a third 
—if authorized by the passage of a 
joint resolution now pending in con- 
gress—to marriage and divorce. The 
first two of these inquiries are, under 
the law, made at decennial intervals. 


A new division—the division of cot- 
ton and tobacco statistics—which has 
been created In the census bureau in 
pursuance of a provision 
contained 
in the last appropriation act, will have 
charge of the cotton and tobacco work 
heretofore carried in the division of 
manufactures. 
The same act directs 
the collection and publication of sta- 
tistics relating to stocks of leaf to- 
bacco at quarterly intervals instead of 
semi-annually as heretofore. 


Reports are to be issued at intervals 
of three months In which will be given 
statistics as to the amounts of cotton, 
linters, cotton waste, and hull 
fiber 
consumed In the manufacture of ex- 
plosives and of absorbent and med- 
icated cotton: and monthly reports re- 
lating to cotton seed and its products 
will be published. 


The annual collection of birth sta- 
tistics from a "registration area" em- 
bracing nearly one-third of the total 
population of the country has been 
begun by the bureau; the first report 
on this subject will relate to the cal- 
endar year 1915. 


The census bureau 
has a 
perma- 
nent force of nearly 600 officials and 
employes. 
The report calls attention 
to the fact that the salary scale for 
the official and clerical forces is lower 
than in any other federal office of sim- 
ilar or greater size, and that as a re- 
sult of this condition the bureau has 
lost many of its ablest employes, who 
have left to accept more lucrative po- 
sitions elsewhere, both in and outside 
the government service.

Ga., Dec. 11.—In an effort 
to cheek the widespread migration of 
Bouthern 
negroes to northern 
labor 
fields, 
negro leaders and white econ- 
omists have joined forces and at mass 
meetings which are being held 
gen- 
erally are pointing out that no per- 
m a n e n t 
gain 
awaits 
the 
average 
negro in the north. 
It is estimated 
t h a t fully 100,000 
negroes 
already 
have 
left the southern 
states 
since 
the northward movement began 
last 
summer. 


Alluring offers of high wages and 
easy work made by labor agents in 
all parts of the south, appear to have 
met 
with 
a 
generaj response 
f r o m 
negroes in all sections. 
Varied 
rea- 
sons have been advanced 
for 
the 
apparent willingness 
of 
so 
many 
negroes to leave their homes. 


A serious shortage of labor in the 
cotton fields next spring and s u m m e r 
is feared if the exodus continues. 


W h e n the movement began several 
m o n t h s ago it was not viewed serious- 
ly but when labor agents were suc- 
cessful in 
inducing 
thousands 
of 
negroes to go north to 
work, 
em- 
ployers of labor in the south became 
alarmed. 
Efforts were made to ham- 
per the agents by law. 
In some citics 
ordinances providing a prohibitive li- 
cense fee for such agents were pass- 
ed. 
Old 
laws were 
scanned 
to 
be 
certain if some means could be found 
to stay 
the 
migration. 
These 
ef- 
forts resulted in slight check but in 
the main the movement has continued 
on a large srale. 


The negroes were brought in from 
the country and small towns to con- 
centration 
points and 
in

Btancüs shipped north 
in 
trainload 
lots. 
After f^overal hundred had been 
collerled in Montgomery, Ala., some- 
thing went amiss with

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Deportation of the Belgians 


A considerable section of the neutral -world, our own United 


States included, has recently been indulging in something of a furious 
frenzy over the forcible transfer of a large portion of the Belgian 
working population to German territory. We, with other neutrals, 
have gone to lengths that overstep ordinary diplomatic procedure in 
lodging a protest against this deportation. The spectacle of thousands 
of laborers being forcibly separated from their families and trans- 
ferred to a foe country without a choice in the matter is on the face 
of it most repugnant. And yet statements now being given with offi- 
cial authority at Berlin present another aspect -of the case that should 
be considered before final judgment is passed. 


Quite apart from the question of Germany's justification in over- 


running Belgium as a military necessity at the beginning of the war, 
or of .unwarranted action in that direction as you may choose to view 
it, is the fact that she did it. Devastation of that unhappy land in a 
few brief weeks under the horror of war's conflict created conditions 
that must be faced both by those responsible for them as well as by the 
innocent victims who were forced to stand helplessly by and see the 
transformation that spelled utter ruin to the economic as well as the 
national structure builded through years of toil. 


Then what happened? The cry for relief 
came. The neutral 


•world, with America at its head, generously poured into that stricken 
land a flood.jjf gold and foodtsuffs and clothing and medicines. The 


... Belgian relief movement has no parallel in all the world's history, 


either for its magnitude or the spontaniety with whidi"it was given. 
And;.it- is still continuing, yet there h.as never been .a moment when it 
has-uot been realized that, generous as it was, it was never equal to 


I the demands. Belgian commerce, Belgian industry, Belgian agrieul- 


; turc arid Belgian artizauship were completely paralyzed. Overpower- 
: ed, disheartened and crushed, the 'Belgian people who had been un- 


• able to flee very naturally lack heart, opportunity and means for im- 


mediate rehabilitation. Enforced idleness long continued can have 
as its fruit only desperation or the utter hoplessness that is unable to 


• see any opportunity for betterment. Every month added to the war's 


length- magnifies these distressing conditions. 


• Then the- deportations began. Germany, her industrial force 


: crippled by the demand for fighting men, began the transfer of Bel- 
: gian- workmen across the boundary and placed them in her factories 


and on'her farms. Here, it is declared, they are given work where 
none was to be had in their native land. Here, we are also told, they 
are on an exact status with the German workman and are receiving 
higher Avages than they had ever received at home. Here, we are as- 
sured,-arrangements are made for the sending of a portion of their 
wages back to Belgium for the support of their families. Moreover, 
we have Berlin's assurance that none of them are engaged in the mak- 
ing of war rrmnitioTis, and the newest utterance of Germany expresses 
a willingness to permit American diplomatic representatives to visit 
the camps of the Belgian workmen in Germany to personally confirm 
the truth of the German statements in the matter. The situation of 
Belgium and the Belgian people is not one that in any sense invites ad- 
miration or endorsement. Quick and profound sympathy with mis- 
fortune, too, is about the finest of human attributes. But given the 
conditions as they exist in Belgium and the stress under which war- 
driven lands are existing today, it may be that the. deportation of Bel- 
gian workmen, repugnant as is the idea, affords the least objection- 
able means of permitting a stricken people to help themselves. At 
least the German statement raises the strong probability that there 
are two distinct sides to the very difficult problem.

Polls in Rural Districts to 


Be Open from 2 to 5

•-.With .the presidential election,now 
a matter of history, another election 
is forthcoming that will be of import- 
ance to the people of this community. 
Whlle: it will not be marked with a 
grand flow of oratory and glittering 
parades, yet it is.ol much interest in 
the rural district. 
It is the election 


of road supervisors, which will be 
held next Saturday. 


Under the acts of 1915 the number 


of road supervisors in any township 
shall not exceed four. This official re- 
ceives twenty-five cents an hour for 
his work and he is not allowed .to put 
in over fifty days in the year, except 
in townships where there is only one 
supervisor,- in which event he is lim- 
ited'to-one hundred days. He is elect- 
ed for a term of two years and his sal- 
ary amounts to about $100 annually. 
Bach supervisor must give a bond of 
$100. 


The election will be short and sweet, 


the polls being open only from 2 to.5 
p. m. The polls may be closed earlier, 
however, provided that the voters have 
cast their vote before the time for 
closing has arrived. The polls may 
also be closed at any time when ten 
minutes have elapsed without having 
cast a vote. 


The trustee serves as Inspector and 


he shall name two clerks of different 
political. parties, if possible. These 
three constitute the election board. All 
qualified .voters, have the right to vote. 
However, voters residing in cities and 
incorporated towns are excluded. 


The township trustee is.required to 


post notices on the first Monday be- 
fore the election.

Republic Now Being 


Invaded. 


Buenos Aires. Nov. 15.—(Corre- 


•pondence of The Associated Press) 
—The plague of locusts that hai u- 
•alled the crops of the northern pro- 
vinces of the republic Is slowly work- 
Ing its way southward. 
Them In- 


eects. together -with an unprecedented 
drought, threaten to reduce th« crops 
by half, and in some sections by an 
«ven greater percentage. 


The locust comes from some part 


of the unexplored region of southern 
Brazil and pours over the country in 
great streams so thick and long as to 
often darken the sun. From Pena to- 
day there comes a dispatch saying 
that a stream extending over 30 kil- 
ometers has settled upon the fields 
and left no green thhif; in that part.

custs, which are always deposited on 
the hard roads, 
millions of these

ildes the wire barriers the govern- 
ment is also using an apparatus which 
resemble a gasoline blow pipe. The 
farmers are being instructed to dig 
trenches about their fields, drive the 
hopping locustn into them and with 
the aid of the gasoline blowpipe burn 
the mass. Millions have already been 
thus destroyed but telegraphic re- 
ports from all over the northern half 
of the republic, report other millions 
arriving. 


So serious has become the situation 


that tho government has threatened 
to line all farmers who fall to main- 
tain corps of men for the purpose of 
lighting the pest, and the railways 
have been asked to transport free of 
charge all':locust fighting apparatus. 


Devastated fields threaten to occa- 


sion the starvation of many head of 
cattle and the railways, at the re- 
quest of the government, have made 
a 25 per cent, reduction in the rate* 
for the transportation of live stock 
to remain effective until February 28, 
of next year. 
By this means stock 


can be hauled from the devastated 
/egions to provinces of the south, The 
.iivcs of thousands of thousands of 
;inimals will thus be saved. 
: The progress of the swarms of fly- 
.Ing locusts is daily being telegraphed 
ahead, direction and speed of flight 
being given so that the farms about 
to be attacked can prepare. 
These 


telegraphic notices are published in 
tho press and have grown to occupy 
columns. 


The linseed crop has already gone. 


At times a million tons of this has 
been exported annually to the United 
States. 
The . promised shortage of 


the wheat crop has caused a consid- 
erable advance in the price of bread 
and the Agrarian league has petition- 
Ed the government for the imposition 
of an embargo on, the shipment of 
wheat in order "to obviate further 
exploitation of the public." 
This is 


the first time any such a request has 
been made in Argentine, one of the 
wheat and meat storehouses of, tho 
world.

Harbor Entrances and Chan- 


nels Shallowed by Chi- 


cago Drain. 


(By Gilson Gartner.) 


"Washington. Dec. IZ.—LaKe Michi- 


gan and the other great lakes are leak- 
in?. 
Chicago has illegally tapped 


them and the water is going out so 
fast tHat the harbor entrances and 
channels between the lakes arc being 
shallowed. This inconveniences ship- 


ping and threatens to burden tho fed- 
eral government with an additional 
expenditure ol many millions to deep- 
en the harbors and channels. An in- 
junction to prevent the water theft Is 
pending In the United States district 
court lor the northern district of Illi- 
nois—has been pending since 1905— 
but eight years is nothing to a court. 


The secretary of war thinks it is 


about time something -was done and 
has communicated 
this 
opinion to 


congress. 


The trouble began with Chicago's 


notion that the best way to 'dispose 
of its sewage would be to reverse the 
current of the Chicago river, which 
had become the city's sewer anc 
which was dumping the sewage into 
the lake, -whence the city drew its 
water supply, and to have the river 
flow from Jkske Michigan into the !!• 
Hnols river and thence into the MiS' 
sippl and the Gulf of Mexico. 


For this purpose the city organized ; 


vhat was called the "drainage dis- ; 
rict" and dug a thirty foot channel 
connecting upper branch of the Chi- | 
cago river with the Illinois river. By j 
cutting the divide between the water- | 
shed of the great lakes and that 06 
:he Mississippi the course of tho Chi- 
cago river was In fact reversed and It 
has been flowing "up hill" lor a num- 
ber of years, with water taken from 
Lake Michigan. The result, so far as 
sewage is concerned, Is beneficial to 
Chicago. Tho sewage Is diluted and 
distributed over-a wide precipitation 
area and is undoubtedly dissipated 
and destroyed by the action of the 
sun and air without coutaminating the 
Mississippi, but the waters of lA 
Michigan and the other lakes are be- 
ing lowered. 


"When canal was first opened, appli- 


cation was made to the war' depart- 
ment for permission to tap Lake. 


Michigan. The war department felt 
that tne request was rather a grave 
one and declined to cither deny or as- 
sent, and compromised by granting a 
temporary license. This was in 1SD9. 
The canal and drainage system had 
cost Chicago more millions than have 
ever been summed up and it seemed 
iccessary to let the work go on. The 
temporary permission authorized the 
diversion of 4.167 cubic feet per sec- 
ond of Lake Michigan water. "Never- 
theless." says Secretary of \Vnr Bak- 
er, "the sanitary district has for man> 
years been withdrawing a much larg- 
er amount of water than was author- 
ized by this permit. Upon two differ- 
ent occasions the sanitary district has 
refused to conform to decisions of the 
secretary, declining to grant authority 
for larger diversions and ha? declared 
its intention to continue excess diver 
sions unless prevented by Injunction. 


It WM this decision which resulte 


n application for injunction in 1908, 
which case, as before stated, is still 
being pondered on by the court. 


"From the beginning." says the sec- 


ctary of war. 'the operations of the 
anltary district have been looked up- 
on with disfavor by navigation inter- 
ests and the secretary of war has not 
only declined to increase the diversion 
.emporarily authorized, but has ad- 
lered to the decision that the permit 
granted was of temporary character 
and that no permanent diversion of 
the water of Lake Michigan could be 
made without express authority from 
congress." 


The growth of population in Chi- 


cago makes necessary larger rtiver- 
sions than those already made, per- 
haps to the extent of 1MOO cubic feet 
per second, according to the sanitary 
district engineers. The United. States 
lake survey estimates that this amount 
would lower th» waters of Lake Mich- 


igan and Lake Huron nearly seven 
inches: of Lake Brie about flve and 
one-half inches and 
Lake Ontario 


about four and one-half inches, mean 
lake levels, the reduction being much 
greater at lower water periods. The 
effect of such lowering, it is said, of 
the lake levels, would be enormous 
losses to navigation interests necessi" 
tating "large expenditures by the gen- 
eral government for the restoration 
and reorganization of river and har- 
jor improvements on the great lakes 
and their connecting waters, for which 
already appropriations aggregating 
more than ninety millions have been 
made. 


Inv&lved in the matter.is also th» 


project dreamed of for years by Chi- 
cago, of a lake to the gulf commercial 
water route through tho DCS Plains 
river to the Mississippi.

wrought to British shipping by sub- 
marines was learned last night from 


distinguished Briton in the United 


States on an important mission and 
,n receipt of conatanl advices regard- 
ing the real state of affairs on the 
other side. 


"The new German submarines, with 


their tremendous radius of action, are 
doing frightful 
damage to 
British 


shipping. So far even the utmost ef- 
forts of our navy seem to be Inade- 
quate to cope with this menace,'" he 
said. 


"When the activities of the subma- 


rines were limited to the North sea, 
and when they had to put back to 


a German port at the end of each 86 
hours ,for new supplies, we found a 
way to clear them from the seas. More 
than -150 submarines were sunk or 
captured. ( 


But now they have.a,.radius of ten 


thousand miles and need not put Into 
port-for supplies and repairs for 40 
days. 
They have tone everywhere. 


You have seen their work oft your own 
sea coast, 3,000 miles,from base. The 
Mediterranean, is their great hunting 
place, not only because the great trade 
route from :the Orient offers them the 
richest prey,' but 
also because the 


desolate coasts, of Greece and Spain 
offer places of refuge and conceal- 
ment. . 
"One of the principal motives for 


the-allies' activities in Greece ha»

coasts of submarine bases.

Washington, Dec. 12.—Dispatches 


to the German embassy here, telling 
of the imperial chancellor's action in 
calling in the neutral diplomats and 
transmitting the peace proposals of 
the central powers arrived soon after 
the news dispatch. The terms for the 
restoration of Belgium and portions 
of France gave no indication, so far 
os is known, of stipulations such as 
generally have been expected by the 
allies, although they did not abso- 
lutely dispose of their possibility. It 
was indicated that while the German 
allies might not entirely expect that 
the proposals would actually cause a 
pence conference, they were not with- 
out hope that they would, and they 
were hopeful at least that they would 
be the means o£ getting the belliger- 
ents together in some manner to dis- 
cuss the situation, and this, it was ex- 
pliilncd, would lead to a basis for 
peace. 


Reason for the Action. 


In German quarters the crisis in 


the British cabinet, the coming of 
winter and the lull in tho fighting 
(ire given as reasons for making the 
peace proposals at this time. 
It is 


declared that successes of the Teu- 
tonic arms in Rumania should con- 
vince the allied powers that the offer 
is not made because of any military 
weak'ness. By making the offer now 
it is said the German powers feel that 
all sides may be saved the prepara- 
tions for theh spring campaign. 


Should the offer be declined, it is 


said here, it will be made again next 
fall and if. necessary the 
following 


spring after that. Another of the ob- 
jects, it is explained by German dip- 
lomats, is to' force a, "showdown" and I 
establish whether the entente allies 
are willing to make peace or whether 
it is their intention to crush Gerjnany 
and dismember her* .

Germany Convinced. . 


Germany, they say, is convinced of 


the ability and strength of her ene- 
mies to continue the war on its pres- 
ent or even '.greater 
scale 
for ten 


years, if necessary, and is no less con- 
fident of her own ability to do so. 


It is regarded here as unlikely that 


any peace conference would be held 
in the United ' States. 
It is more, 


likely to go to Berne or The Hague. 
There have been indications that un- 
less it was found absolutely necessary 
to keep Count von.Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man ambassador, in this country, he 
might go to the conference as one of 
his country's representatives. Among 
the entente diplomats here, Germany's 
offer was pronounced to be of double 
purpose and unlikely of acceptance. 
The first purpose, the ally representa- 
tives declare, is to affect the world 
opinion-of neutrals and place upon the 
entente powers the responsibility for 
continuing the war in the face of of- 
fers of peace. The second they de- 
clare is for national effect in Ger- 
many and to give evidence to the peo- 
ple that the government was ready to 
end the war, but was forced to con 
tinue by her enemies. 


Timed to Follow Victory. 


The peace offer, the ally diplomat^ 


also say, has been timed to follow th 
military victory which culminated ii 
the fall of Bucharest, which in itsel 
is relied upon to convince people that 
they should lack no confidence in the 
ability of the government to continue 
tho war if peace offers are declined. 
While without official information of 
the terms proposed by the central pow- 
ers, the ally diplomats here believe 
they are somewhat after the general 
nature of the following: Germany to 
restore the occupied portions of Bel- 
gium and France, but not Alsace and 
Lorraine. The restoration of. Belgium, 
however, is expected to be accompanied 
by terms which would give Germany 
control of Antwerp and what the al- 
lies declare would bo practical mili- 
lary control of the country.

Berlin, Bee. 12.—Following- is the 


'.ext of the note addressed by Germany 
mil her allies to the hostile govern- 
nents:

over a large part of the world—a ca- 
tastrophe which thousands of years of 
common civilization was unable to 
prevent, and -which injures the -most

"Our aiins^arc hot to shatter- or an- 
nihilate onr adversaries. In spite of 


our consciousness of onr military and 
economic strength and our readiness

The ten cent loaf of bread is better 


because of the increased opportunities 
of retaining its nutritive values, be- 
cause of more harmonious fermenta- 
tion, the proteids of the dough being 
more thoroughly developed, and for 
the reason that fermentated gases 
may be liberated more freely in the 
larger loaf. In the small loaf the bak- 


is required to employ a stronger 


fermentation in order to give it a de- 
cent size. The stronger fermentation 
develops greater vaiume of gases or 
carbon dioxide, causing the nourish- 
able properties of bread to be broken 
down. 


Competition in bread making, the 


speaker said, wquld see that the pub- 
lic was not robbed.

Migration of Southern Ne- 


groes is Opposed in 


South. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 11.—In an effort 


to check the widespread migration of 
•outhern negroes to northern labor 
fields, negro leaders and white econ- 
omists have joined forces and at mass 
meetings which are being held gen- 
erally are pointing out that no per- 
manent gain 
awaits 
the 
average 


negro in the north. It is estimated 
that fully 100,000 
negroes already 


have left the southern states since 
the northward movement began last 
lummer. 
;•- Alluring offers of high wages and 
easy work made by labor agents in 
all parts of the south, appear to have 
met with a general response from 
negroes in all sections. Varied rea- 
sons have been advanced 
for 
the 


apparent willingness of 
so 
many 


negroes to leave their homes. 


A serious shortage of labor in the 


cotton iields next spring and summer 
is feared if the exodus continues. 
. When the movement began several 
months ago it was not viewed serious- 
ly but when labor agents were suc- 
cessful in 
Inducing 
thousands 
of 


negroes to go north to 
work, 
em- 


ployers of labor in the south became 
alarmed. 
Efforts were made to ham- 


per the agents by law. In some cities 
ordinances providing a prohibitive li- 


for such agents were pass- 


ed. 
Old laws wene scanned to be 


bertain if some means could be found 
to. stay the migration. 
These 
ef- 


forts resulted in slight check but in 
the main the movement has continued 
on a large scale. 


The negroes were brought in from 


the country and small towns to con- 
centration points and in many in- 
stances shipped north 
in 
trainload 


lots. After several hundred had been 
collected in Montgomery, Ala., some- 
thing went amiss with 
the agent's 


plans, and the negroes were left with- 
out money and away from home. 
It 


was then that the situation was first 
taken seriously in Alabama. 


In most cases the southern negroes 


have been placed where labor has 
been scarce in the more thickly pop- 
ulated districts. 
Reports 
of 
their 


welfare vary but those which have 
gained the widest circulation in the 
south tell of hardships suffered prin- 
cipally because of the cold weather 
which the negro as a 
race 
cannot 


stand. 
One 
report 
told of an old 


negro farmer who had sold every- 
thing he owned but a mule and had 
jjone north. Soon after cold weather 
came his wife received this telegram: 
"Sell the mule and send money to me. 
It's cold and I want to come home."

AWAITING Pace, 


soldier In the German 


army wears a medal. Not an 
Iron cross, of course, nor a 
marU of valor or distinguish- 
ed service; but each man has 
a small, round piece of tin or 
other metal which ho wears 
suspended about his neck. 


These are Identification medals. Ea<-h bears, 
•tamped In the metal, a numoer and letter. 
There Is no name, no mark of regiment or com- 
mand, no address-just tho number. But It Is an 
unfailing means of Identiiicntion. 


These identilication medals all have their 


keys, by means of which the name, address and 
all the facts concerning the person bearing tlie 
mark can be ascertained. These keys compose 
a card index system, in. charge of the military 
authorities, which is housed in a large building 
Jn Dorothea street (as translated into English) 
set aside for the purpose. 


This record is a part of the thoroughness of 


the German army system. It was started Just 
before the beginning of the war. There, among 
the tiles, is a card for every soldier, giving all' 
the facts about him and a description of him 
and bearing the same number as the small, 
metal tag worn about his neck. Nor does it end 
with that—for thorn, set out in cold, unsympa- 
thizing notes, are the stories of his adven- 
tures in the war: Of valorous service, of wound- 
Ing and incapacltatlon. o£ being taken prisoner 
and transported to some foreign soil, or of be- 
ing among the missing; of death. Anil it is 
only'the latter th.it brings to a final close tho 
entries on tho cards.
